Perhaps it was forgetfulness, perhaps 
we never Knew; but a little surprise was 
felt when it was recently brought to our 
attention that 
Mary 
Lincoln 
was a 
southerner. 
And yet. of course she was. for her de­ 
tractors were wont to say of her that she 
w armly espoused the cause of the con­ 
federacy, put forth all her strong influ­ 
ence to keep her husband from his posi­ 
tive stand on the 
q uestion of slavery. 
But those closely associated with 
the 
Linc-okm» - dae-lara this-false. avow that 
Mrs. Lincoln, despite the fact that close 
kindred were bearing arm s for the south, 
was loyal to the north, most deeply in­ 
terested in the cause in which her hus­ 
band was leader. 
Yes, Lincoln m arried a girl some m em ­ 
bers of whose fam ily were to fight, for 
the confederacy. Mary Todd w as daugh­ 
ter of R obert S. Todd, of Lexington, Ky., 
the Todds, people of social position, the 
family one of the m ost influential of the 
early Kentucky and 
Illinois pioneers. 
H er great-unclg, John Todd, won spurs 
in the Clark cam paign of 1 7 7 8 , aided in 
the capture of K askaskia and V incennes, 
and he organized the civil governm ent 
what became 
the state of Illinois. 
of 
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Mary Todd’s grandfather was one of the 
survivors of the battle of Blue Licks. 
The Todds, proud of thier old nam e, 
bestowed careful training on the young­ 
er branch of the family. Mary was edu­ 
cated at Lexington, there taught the ac­ 
com plishm ents of the day. 
She was a 
fine French scholar, and excelled in her 
lessons generally. By personal acq uain­ 
tances of her youthful days she was de­ 
scribed as cheerful and fijn-loving, as 
well 
as 
q uick-tem pered. 
In m ature 
years she showed herself practical, did m any anecdotes 


gagem ent, and on Novem ber 4,18 42, L in­ 
coln and Mary Todd were m arried. 
Julien Gordon thus speaks-of the char­ 
acters iu this 
strange 
little dram a: 
"There are those th a t insist th a t revenge 
alone prom pted the handsom e and high- 
spirited girl whom he (Lincoln) had so 
grievously wounded in 
her pride, her 
heart, and her vanity, to hold him later 
to the letter of his contract—to rivet her 
claim at the cost of her own dignity. But 
if strategy is not a salient tra it in Amer­ 
ican character, it seem s to have been 
essentially left out of his im pulsive 
fiancee’s com position. In theclosascru- 
tiny of facts such a surprise seems im ­ 
probable. ' There was 
little 
room 
in 
Mary Todd's 
excitable, 
undisciplined 
tem per for so cool and calculated apian. 
F ar more probable does it seem t o us that 
an overm astering affection, repudiated, 
but finally trium phant, drove her into 
the. arm s of the m an who had so deeply 
offended. 
And in those frenzied ebulli­ 
tions w hich torm ented his and her best 
years, darkening at last a mind unbal­ 
anced. may there not have lurked a germ 
of passionate love—of a love which Lin­ 
coln’s fidelity, angelic gentler ess, stanch 
'lo yalty, could never calm ? 
Love alone 
can satisfy love, 
it is not always the 
m ost q uiet fireside which is the most 
loving. 
"Superior to him in the accidents of 
b irth and education, surrounded by more 
influential and prosperous adm irers, it 
seem s to us th a t Miss Todd m ight well 
have afforded to snap her fingers at the 
small world of 
Springfield 
gossipers. 
Yet she clung to her strange suitor, and, 
a t last, ‘pale and trem bling, as if driven 
to the slaughter, he was led to the al­ 
tar.* ” 
Truly, a strange story. 
Mrs. Lincoln’s life was greatly sad­ 
dened by the war, which brought dis­ 
cord 
into the 
Todd fam ily, and also 
death; several were slain in battle. An­ 
other heavy sorrow was the loss of her 
children, butone living to m aturity. The 
Lincolns had four sons. Edward Baker, 
who died in infancy; W illiam W allace, 
who died at the age of 12. while Lincoln

It was while visiting her sister in 
Springfield, 111., that she and Lincoln 
met; 
she a cultivated, nandsom e, high- 
spirited young woman of 21; Lincoln, 
. lean, lank, awkward and 30. 
B ut Miss 
Todd, in spite of the fact th a t Lincoln 
was no Adonis, and was of hum ble ex­ 
traction. fell w hat one may characterize 
as “firm ly” in love with’ him. 
Though 
the story has been told for the public eye 
many tim es, and there are m any ver­ 
sions. yet we hesitate a little to repeat it. 
It is a story th a t doubtless needs all the 
facts known to be understood, a story 
th a t perplexes one as to w here to put 
th e blame. 
A bald statem ent of facts 
would seem to reflect on the man In the 
case; and yet Lincoln was a person with 
a m ost delicate sense of honor. 
As is well known. Mary Todd was not 
his first love. A few years previous to 
Lexington he had become m uch in te r­ 
ested in a girl the pathos of whose posi­ 
tion appealed to his sym pathetic n ature 
Ann Rutledge, a girl who had been jilt­ 
ed by a q uondam 
lover. Lincoln and 
Miss Rutledge found e,ach o th e r’s society 
particularly 
congenial, and 
presently j 
the two were betrothed. But the girl was 
delicate, sensitive, not able to stand the 
strain of life as she had known it, fell iü 
and died. H er faithful lover was incon­ 
solable; it was thought for a tim e he 
never would recover from her loss. *And 
the explanation given by friends for his 
strange conduct towards the lady w ho 
at last became his wife w as th a t a feel­ 
ing of loyalty to the dead forbade him 
ever to m arry; another explanation em ­ 
phasized the fact that Lincoln w as sub­ 
ject to fits of melancholy w hich alm ost 
am ounted to madness. 
Here is the bald statem ent of his affair 


despondent woman, ever fearful of evil. 
She had foreboding th at Lincoln would 
one day suffer assassination; and her 
husband was shot down before her eyes. 
This tragedy, added to the loss of her 
beloved children, affected her reason, 
and the la tte r part of her life was spent 
in seclusion; she som etim es dwelling 
with her son abroad, som etim es v ith 
him at his home in Chicago, or living 
with her sister, Mrs. Edw ards, in Spring­ 
field. 
She died in Springfield July 16, 
18 8 2.
